say about the people of both Europe 
and America.

Thousands of years ago they lived in 
a lilt Ie country between Egypt and 
the 
Land 
of Two Rivers. 
Their 
armies were not strong, but some of 
their thoughts were so 
fine 
they 
have lived down to the present day 
and are read by millions of persons. 
The Jews were driven from their 
native land of Judea 
or Palestine. 
For almost two thousand years they 
have been scattered in dozens of 
different countries. 
Most of 
th em ! 
now* Jive in Russia, Austria and the 
United States. 
Not long avo, Palestine was taken 
away from the Turks. 
It is ruled 
partly by Great Britain and 
partly 
by Jews themselves. 
There was a time when the Jews 
were called Hebrews. That was be­ 
fore a certain king of Asshur came 
with a great army and carried away 
ten tribes of this 
race. 
The 
ten 
tribes were “lost." 
They married people in the T.and 
of Two Rivers, 
or else 
wandered 
away to some distant country. 
No 
longer did they call themselves He­ 
brews. Two tribes were left in their 
own country, and have been called 
Jews since the ten tribes were taken 
away. 
Before the Hebrews lived in the 
land of Palestine, they were wander­ 
ing tribes who w ent hither and thith­ 
er in the Arabian desert. They were 
always looking for some spot where 
green grass grew so their flocks of 
sheep and goats could 
eat. 
They 


then lived in rude tents which were 
set up wherever they 
decided 
to 
stop for a while. 
By and by they came to a land not 
far from the great Mediteranean sea. 
The people there were much better 
civilized than the Hebrews. 
They 
lived in towns, and 
their 
houses 
were built of brick. 
Some of 
the 
Hebrews then built brick houses for 
themselves. 
A large part of the Hebrew’s wan­ 
dered down to Egypt. 
They were 
treated pretty well for a while, but 
then they w*ere made slaves, by a 
cruel Egyptian king. After three or 
four hundred years of slavery, a man 
named Moses told them they ought 
to try to escape. 
He led them to 
the land now called Palestine.

for you to get the letter back Into your 
own hands.

AU you have to do Is to go to your 
l*cal postmaater and explain to him 
that you want to withdraw your letter 
from the malls. The postmaster must 
comply with your request, providing 
you can furnish proofs that you are 
the sender of the missive. 
These 
proofs consist of giving an accurate 
description of the letter you wish to 
get back as well as presenting to the 
postmaster a sample of your hand­ 
writing, which must be identical with 
that on the original letter. 
The rules of the Postoffice depart­ 
ment also permit postmasters to tele* 
graph to the railway mall clerk and 
get him to take a recalled letter out 
of a mail pouch after It has left the 
city on the way to its destination. This 
measure to secure the return of a let-, 
ter is only taken, however, in extrema 
emergencies.
